This is the eleventh Annual Report of the California Committee for 
the Study of Education. 


PuRPOSE AND ORGANIZATION 


The Committee was established for the purpose of studying problems 
that are of interest and concern to both public and private California 
schools and colleges. It provides an opportunity for selected representa- 
tives to work together for the educational welfare of California youth. 
Its membership consists of twenty-three individuals, each appointed for 
a three-year period by the chief officer of the institution or organization 
represented. The list of members given at the end of this report includes 
the names of the organizations represented. Routine matters and prelim- 
inary deliberations of this body have been delegated to a Steering Com- 
mittee composed of the three officers of the California Committee and 
two elected members-at-large. 

The Committee solicits statements of educational problems which have 
not received sufficient attention, particularly those whose broad aspects 
place them outside the purview of a more specialized group. Statements 
concerning such needed investigations may be submitted to a member 
representing a given association or institution or to the Secretary of the 
Committee. 

Topics presented to the Committee are studied and, if suitable, are 
assigned to a subcommittee whose members are selected on the basis of 
their interest in the subject and their willingness to contribute time and 
knowledge in seeking a solution. Members of subcommittees are usually 
not also members of the California Committee. In illustration of the kind 
of study appropriate for assignment to a subcommittee, one example 
may be cited. 


THE CALIFORNIA SUBCOMMITTEE ON SCHOLARSHIP AWARDS 


President Sproul requested the California Committee to investigate 
the adequacy of currently available student scholarships to meet 
present-day needs. The Committee established a subcommittee to 
determine, among other things, the number of distinguished high 
school graduates who are unable to continue their education in higher 
institutions because of the lack of financial assistance. This sub- 
committee under the chairmanship of J. P. Mitchell, formerly Reg- 
istrar at Stanford University, made a careful survey of scholarship

needs in the State of California and included a recommendation in 
its final report that 300 undergraduate subsistence scholarships, each 
paying $500 a year, be established by the State. The subcommittee 
also recommended that a special State board be appointed for the 
purpose of administering the scholarship program and that a con- 
tinuous study of the need for subsistence scholarships and of the 
selective criteria be employed. A summary of the final report of this 
subcommittee was included in the poe lina of the Committee 
and published in the October, 1951, issue of California Schools. 
Copies of the complete report were transmitted to those persons 
particularly interested, including the Regents of the University of 
California and members of the State Board of Education. 


Before assigning a problem to a subcommittee, the California Com- 
mittee examines the situation from all points of view to determine whether 
or not there is a reasonable assurance that some contribution can be made 
if the problem is undertaken and to clarify the issue insofar as it is possible 
so that a definite and unambiguous assignment will be given to the pro- 
posed new subcommittee. The California Committee ascribes its meas- 
ure of success to utilization of this method of preliminary examination 
and to the wide representation of its membership. It has been found de- 
sirable for progress reports to be presented to the Committee in order 
that it may be kept abreast of investigations as they proceed. In this way 
it is possible to coordinate the work of one subcommittee with that of 
another if found desirable. 


BrieF Procress REPoRTS OF SUBCOMMITTEES, 1951-1952 


The Subcommittee on Preschool Experiences of California Children, 
Establishment and Report of Progress. This study was initiated by Pro- 
fessor Catherine Landreth, Director of the Nursery School, Institute of 
Child Welfare, University of California, who was particularly concerned 
about the differences in educational background of pupils entering the 
first grade of the public school system. It was desirable to collect specific 
information in order to evaluate the existing programs of preschool ex- 
periences. Professor Landreth had applied to the Rosenberg Foundation 
for financial assistance necessary to conduct the investigation. The Rosen- 
berg Foundation allocated $1,800 for the project but expressed the desire 
that the study be made under the auspices of the California Committee 
for the Study of Education. The proposal was acceptable to the California 
Committee. 

In a progress report to the California Committee, Professor Landreth 
pointed out that there were two important reasons for making the in- 
vestigation: (1) The group programs for preschool children in California 
are unique and, therefore, warrant a — and (2) there has been pres- 
sure on the public school system to include nursery schools as part of the 
public system of education. 
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As a first step in the study, the subcommittee prepared an appropriate 
questionnaire for transmittal to 1,844 elementary school districts through- 
out the state. The progress report by the chairman indicated that there 
was a very satisfactory return and that the material collected would be 
compiled so that the study might be completed at an early date. It is ex- 
pected that a final report will be presented to the California Committee 
at the time of its meeting in the fall of 1952. 


The Subcommittee on Admissions. This subcommittee was established 
in March, 1948, in order to combine the interests in this important matter 
of both public and private colleges in the state. The subcommittee was 
requested to make a review of pertinent literature on admissions, with 
emphasis on data emerging from the use of test scores, and to give par- 
ticular attention to admission criteria at the junior level. 

At the last meeting of the California Committee, Herman A. Spindt, 
Director of Admissions, University of California, chairman of this sub- 
committee, reported on an experimental study involving junior level 
tests at the University of California. Data are to be collected from the 
tests given to approximately 1,000 students on different campuses of the 
University and an equal number from junior colleges in southern Cali- 
fornia. The subcommittee expects to determine correlation coefficients 
between the results of the tests and later success in the University or in 
the junior college. 

It was also reported that San Jose State College had volunteered to 
participate. 

One phase of the work of the subcommittee is being done by Joseph 
P. Cosand in partial satisfaction of the requirements for the doctor’s de- 
gree. This aspect involves the collection and analysis of data from the 
literature on similar studies made elsewhere. 


The Subcommittee on Reciprocity at the Junior Level. With a large 
number of junior colleges in California, it is apparent that some difficulties 
may be encountered by students transferring to one of the four-year 
institutions, public and private. There are considerable differences in the 
lower division or general education requirements among the liberal arts 
colleges throughout the state. These differences, and the fact that students 
may prepare to enter a particular four-year college at the junior level 
and then later go to another college, may cause loss of degree credit in 
some cases. The question before this subcommittee, therefore, is whether 
or not it is desirable, and to what extent possible, for liberal arts colleges 
to work out principles upon which students could transfer from one 
college to another at the junior level without loss of time in making up 
so-called general education requirements. 

A. R. Davis, Dean of the College of Letters and Science at the Uni- 
versity of California, Berkeley, chairman of this subcommittee, presented 
a progress report dealing with the deliberations of the subcommittee. 
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In his report Dean Davis presented a series of statements of policy used 
by the College of Letters and Science in determining acceptability of 
courses taken in other institutions in satisfaction of the lower division 
requirements. 

The Subcommittee on Minimum Essentials in Mathematics for Engi- 
neering Instruction. J. H. Wayland, Associate Professor of Applied 
Mechanics, California Institute of Technology, chairman of this subcom- 
mittee, pointed out in his progress report that there seemed to be two 
aspects to their assignment—one involving the college program and the 
other, the high school program. The subcommittee had made a careful 
examination of the courses required in lower division engineering in- 
struction and arrived at the conclusion that it was necessary to obtain 
more detailed information on the content and level of comprehension 
needed in these courses. The subcommittee prepared a questionnaire ap- 
propriate for the purpose and transmitted it to departments of mathe- 
matics in all California colleges. Information obtained thereby indicated 
that students usually have more facility than understanding in mathe- 
matics, particularly at the junior level. Professor Wayland reported that 
members of the subcommittee do not approve of the idea of specifying 
minimum essentials in mathematics needed by future engineers since the 
engineering profession is constantly extending its use of mathematics, 
particularly calculus. He said the subcommittee feared that if minimum 
essentials in mathematics were specified, later expansion or modification 
would be endangered. 

Professor Wayland stated that the subcommittee had turned its atten- 
tion to the program of mathematics in the high school and is of the 
opinion that representatives of the colleges of engineering should work 
with high school instructors in mathematics to develop a more co-ordi- 
nated program with a possible reduction of the total time required for pre- 
engineering mathematics. 

The Subcommittee on the Development of Moral and Spiritual Values. 
There has been considerable interest to learn what might be done to 
bring about better appreciation of moral and spiritual values through 
the agency of our schools. This subcommittee under the chairmanship of 
Frank Parr, Assistant Secretary and Director of Research of the California 
Teachers Association, first made a survey of contributions in this im- 
portant area by other agencies and then worked out a state-wide survey 
which was sent to elementary, junior high, and senior high schools. 
Information on three major points was solicited: 

(1) What behaviors define a program of moral and spiritual values? 

(2) What procedures for the development of moral and spiritual 

values does the school use? 

(3) What behaviors or attitudes are found to be most éeffective in eval- 

uating a program of moral and spiritual values? 
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The questionnaire was sent to more than 500 schools with a return of 
approximately fifty per cent. The School of Education at Stanford Uni- 
versity induced a graduate student to make an analysis of the informa- 
tion collected. In a report to the California Committee, Mr. Parr made 
two recommendations: (1) that the results of the survey be published 
and distributed to those concerned and (2) that a handbook should be 
prepared which would include the descriptions of practices in California 
schools that have well-organized programs in developing moral and spir- 
itual values.1 It was suggested that the handbook should also include 
useful guides for the teachers. 


OTHER StupIEs UNDER CONSIDERATION 


There are now three new problems under study by the Committee. 
In the case of two of these, preliminary investigations are being made. 
The first of these proposed new studies deals with problems of graduate 
schools in higher institutions. Dean H. W. Bradley, Claremont Graduate 
School, suggested that the California Committee direct its attention to 
the following matters in order to see whether there is a possibility of 
making a contribution in one or more of the matters presented. 

(1) Standards for admission to graduate schools 

(2) Transfer of credit on programs for the M.A. degree 

(3) Requirements and desirable (or even minimum) standards for 

the M.A. degree 

(4) More effective advising of graduate students 

(5) Desirability of attempting an evaluation of graduate instruction 

now offered or contemplated 

(6) A survey and description of graduate instruction in California 


This matter was referred to the Steering Committee. It was decided by 
the latter that a survey would be an appropriate first step, and that it 
would be desirable to secure the services of a graduate student for this 
purpose. Through the good offices of R. D. Harriman, Chairman of the 
Department of Classics, and Dean A. J. Bartky of the School of Educa- 
tion, Stanford University, a graduate student of that institution has agreed 
to conduct this survey for the Committee. 

Some discussion was given to problems posed for educational insti- 
tutions by the children of seasonal agricultural workers in the great 
valleys of California and to a somewhat related problem dealing with 
the education of children of Spanish-speaking parents. A lack of sufficient 
information has precluded the formulation of definite plans to under- 
take this study, or studies.

Bulletin of the California State Department of Education, Vol. XXI, No. 13, 
September, 1952. 
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The attention of the Committee was directed to a consideration of 
the matter of student scholarships. Otto I. Schmaelzle, principal, George 
Washington High School, San Francisco, representing W. B. Kirkpat- 
rick, president of the California Association of Secondary School Admin- 
istrators, stated that at a recent meeting of the College Entrance Examina- 
tion Board at Santa Barbara, a question of scholarships was raised by the 
panel of the Board. Many issues were identified, some confusion was 
evident. It was the opinion of the conference that the problems to be 
studied should be identified and a clear statement formulated of the 
specific nature of the problem and of the objective toward which studies 
might be directed. 

The matter was referred to the Steering Committee for its considera- 
tion, and Chairman Harriman was authorized to make a preliminary 
survey of the situation. 

The California Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
State Department of Education for including this report in California 
Schools and thus making it available to the California school public.

STATEMENT ON PROPOSED INCREASE IN STATE 
SUPPORT OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The following statement was issued to the press on July 1, 1952, in 
support of the proposed constitutional amendment sponsored by the 
California Teachers Association to increase the amount of apportion- 
ments to public schools from the State School Fund: ? 


The State Department of Education has consistently supported and will 
continue to support vigorously the sound educational policy that the state’s 
responsibility for the public schools demands that adequate educational oppor- 
tunities must be provided every child in California regardless of where he lives. 
Because of its wide and divergent tax base, the State of California is the only 
agency which can give an equitable and full effect to the imperative need for 
the equalization of educational opportunity. The magnitude of this responsi- 
bility indicates that the state assume the obligation of contributing a major 
portion of the total cost of current operation. Some progress has been made in 
the equalization of educational opportunity. The proposal of the California 
Teachers Association for a constitutional amendment will contribute materially 
to the further realization of adequate equalization in California. 


APPOINTMENT OF ASSOCIATE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION 


Upon nomination by the Superintendent of Public Instruction, the 
State Board of Education at its meeting on August 1 appointed J. Burton 
VascHeE as Associate Superintendent of Public Instruction and Chief of 
the Division of State Colleges and Teacher Education, effective Septem- 
ber 1, 1952. Dr. Vasche succeeds the late Aubrey A. Douglass in this 
position. 

Dr. Vasche graduated from San Jose State College and received the ~ 
master of arts and doctor of education degrees from Stanford University. 
At the time of his acceptance of the position in the Department of Ed- 
ucation, he was Commissioner of Education in the State of Colorado. 


2 Proposition No. 2 to be submitted to electors November 4, 1952, summarized by the Secretary of 
State as follows: ““PUBLIC SCHOOL FUNDS. INITIATIVE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 
Amends Article IX, Section 6, of the State Constitution. Increases required State support for public 
schools to One Hundred Eighty Dollars per year for each pupil in average daily attendance, of which 
each local school district shall receive not less than One Hundred Twenty Dollars per pupil. To be- 
come operative July 1, 1953.”

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Prior to that time, Dr. Vasche served as Director of Publications and 
Deputy Superintendent of Public Instruction in the State of Washington 
and Secretary of the Washington State Board of Education; as professor 
of education at San Diego State College; instructor in education for the 
University of California Extension Division; and as teacher, supervisor, 
director of curriculum and guidance and of supervision of instruction in 
elementary and secondary schools and in city and county programs of 
education in California. 
Dr. Vasche is married and has five childen. 


APPOINTMENT OF CHIEF, BUREAU OF 
SCHOOL DISTRICT ORGANIZATION 

Drayton B. Nutratt has been appointed Chief of the Bureau of School 
District Organization, effective August 15, 1952, succeeding Emmett R. 
Berry, resigned. Since August 1, 1951, Dr. Nuttall has been serving as 
Supervisor of the California School Facilities Survey being made in co- 
operation with the United States Office of Education under provisions 
of Public Law 815. 

Dr. Nuttall is a graduate of the University of Utah, where he received 
the M.A. degree in educational administration. He also holds the Ed. D. 
degree from the University of California in that field. From February, 
1949, to August, 1951, he served first as director of research and later as 
administrative assistant in the Contra Costa Junior College District. Prior 
to 1949, his experience included direction of research in Alameda County 
and three years service as director of research and assistant in school 
finance in the Utah State Department of Public Instruction. His career 
in educational administration began with an elementary principalship in 
Salt Lake City. 

A preliminary report of the School Facilities Survey has been com- 
pleted and published ! and has provided information for use of the Leg- 
islature in its consideration of school building needs in California. Dr. 
Nuttall will continue his work on the survey in addition to his new 
assignment.

NEW PUBLICATIONS 

A Guide for the Teaching of Typewriting. Bulletin of the California 
State Department of Education, Vol. XXI, No. 11, September, 1952. 
Pp. viii + 54. 
This bulletin presents the underlying purposes for which typewriting 

is taught, indicates procedures that may be employed in developing a

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course of study in typewriting for any level of education, and presents 
methods of instruction which have proved effective in the teaching of 
typewriting at each educational level. The material is so organized that 
it can be used as a textbook for prospective teachers of typewriting, as 
a guide by teachers of typewriting, and as a basis for professional dis- 
cussions that will lead toward improved instruction in typewriting. 

The bulletin is the product of co-operative effort by the California 
Business Education Association and the Bureau of Business Education 
of the State Department of Education. The content represents contri- 
butions that were made by teachers of typewriting at each level in Cali- 
fornia schools. Major responsibility for planning and organizing the 
bulletin was undertaken by M. Bernadine Bell, Consultant in Business 
Education, Bureau of Business Education. 

Chapters deal with the typewriter as a universal tool, typewriting in- 
struction for all students, methods of teaching typewriting, factors con- 
ditioning success in building typewriting skill, and some problems of 
teaching typewriting. 

Copies are being distributed to county and city superintendents of schools, super- 
intendents of high school districts and junior college districts. Copies are also being 
sent to secondary school principals in sufficient quantity to provide a copy for each 
teacher of business subjects. Additional copies will be furnished on request from 
superintendents of schools or from principals of high schools in districts without 
superintendents. 


Leo Jones. Curriculum Aids in Continuation Education. Bulletin of 
the California State Department of Education, Vol. XXI, No. 12, Sep- 
tember, 1952. Pp. viii + 104. 

This bulletin, prepared by Leo Jones, consultant in Continuation Edu- 
cation in the Bureau of Adult Education, presents practices in continua- 
tion education that have proved successful in numerous situations in 
California schools and may be adapted for use in any program of con- 
tinuation education. The bulletin also makes available several outlines of 
representative units of work which should prove valuable in continua- 
tion education programs and which indicate ways in which other units 
may be organized for use. 

The content of this bulletin was gathered by two committees, one 
representing the Northern California Continuation Education Associa- 
tion and the other representing the Southern California Continuation 
Education Association. Questionnaires for this purpose were developed 
and distributed by the committees working co-operatively. 

Chapters in the bulletin deal with continuation education as a special 
process, guidance in the continuation curriculum, co-ordination in the 
continuation program, courses in the continuation program, and unit 
organization in areas of living. 


Copies are being distributed to county, city, and district superintendents of schools 
and to principals of high schools and junior colleges.

EXEMPTION FROM ADMISSIONS TAX ON SCHOOL EVENTS 


The March issue of California Schools + contained a statement indicat- 
ing that the Internal Revenue Service could not issue blanket exemptions 
from collection of admission tax at school functions the proceeds of which 
are used for educational purposes. Since that time a further ruling has 
been received which is quoted here in part for information of school 
administrators. 

. . with respect to the filing of Form 755 and a blanket clearance to be given 
to schools . . . this office has received a communication from the Commissioner 
in Washington, D. C., in which it is stated that the Bureau has reached the con- 
clusion that organizations which are exempted from the admission tax by section 
1701(a) of the Code, as amended, such as schools may be granted blanket exemptions 
covering any affairs (except those which are specifically set forth in the statute as 
nonexempt) held for their benefit during the period of a year. 

The nonexempt affairs referred to include wrestling matches, prize fights, or 
boxing, sparring, or other pugilistic matches or exhibitions; carnivals, rodeos, or 
circuses in which any professional performer or operator participates for compen- 
sation; or any motion picture exhibition. 

Under such circumstances the primary responsibility for complying with the law 
would rest upon the exempted organizations who should be responsible for their 
liability for collection of the tax in situations where the exemptions do not apply. 

This information is submitted in order that in compiling future bulletins you may 
use this rather than the previous letter from this office.

INTERDRETATIONS OF LAW 
APPLICABLE TO SCHOOLS

OPINIONS OF CALIFORNIA 
DISTRICT COURTS OF APPEAL 


Administrative Construction of Education Code 

In determining the intent of the Legislature with respect to a section 
of the Education Code under which the State Department of Education 
acts, consideration should be given to the interpretation placed thereon 
by the State Department of Education in carrying out the provisions of 
the section. A course of administrative procedure, or an administrative 
construction of a statute, which has been long continued, will be accorded 
great respect by the courts and will be upheld if not clearly erroneous. 
(Los Angeles City School District et al. v. Simpson et al., 112 A.C.A. 67.) 


Dismissal of Probationary Employee of School District 
Having Average Daily Attendance of 60,000 or More 


Where the governing board of a school district having an average 
daily attendance of 60,000 or more had adopted regulations relating to 
the procedure for the dismissal of probationary employees pursuant to 
Education Code Section 13583 (under which section no probationary 
employee can be dismissed except for cause after notice and hearing) 
which regulations among other matters provided that a probationary 
employee shall be deemed to have waived the right to a hearing before 
the board unless after being served with the charges against him and the 
regulations of the board he demands a hearing within the time specified 
in such regulations (in this case within 7 days after service of charges 
and the regulations), such regulations are a valid exercise of the powers 
given to the board by Education Code Section 2204(a) and do not con- 
travene Education Code Section 13583 or any other provision of law. 

The right of the employee to a hearing is not a constitutional right but 
is statutory and personal to the employee and may be waived. (Tucker 
v. San Francisco Unified School District, et al., 111 A.C.A. 926.)

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Dismissal of Probationary Employee of School District 
Having Average Daily Attendance of 60,000 or More 

Where a probationary employee of a school district having an average 
daily attendance of 60,000 or more waives his right to hearing under 
Education Code Section 13583 on his dismissal for cause, the manner in 
which the governing board of the district is to determine cause for dis- 
missal is left to the discretion of the board and the board may receive 
hearsay evidence of probative value and effect the dismissal of the em- 
ployee on such evidence. (Fox v. San Francisco Unified School District, 
et al., 111 A.C.A. 935). 


Transportation of Physically Handicapped Pupils and 
Apportionments Therefor to School Districts From State School Fund 

Under Chapter 15 (Sections 7000 et seq.) of Division 3 of the Educa- 
tion Code relating to the apportionment of the State School Fund, as 
said chapter existed during the Fiscal Year 1950-1951, a school district 
was not entitled to reimbursement under Article 2 (Sections 7011 et 
seq.) of said chapter for the excess cost of transportation of physically 
handicapped pupils, such cost being reimbursable only under Article 11 
(Sections 7101 et seq.) of said chapter as part of the excess cost of edu- 
cating physically handicapped pupils. 

Transportation is a necessary cost of educating physically handicapped 
pupils. (Los Angeles City School District et al. v. Simpson et al., 112 
A.C.A. 67.) 


Norte: There were substantial changes made in Chapter 15 of Division 3 of the 
Education Code by Chapter 1459, Statutes of 1951, and the construction given 
certain sections in the chapter by the court are not necessarily applicable to the 
provisions of the chapter as it now exists. 


Interest of Member of School District Governing 
Board in Contract Made by Board 

Education Code Section 1011 prohibits a member of the governing 
board of a school district from having even an indirect interest in a con- 
tract entered into by a board such as exists where (1) a member of the 
board, an insurance broker, shares in the premiums paid for insurance 
carried by a party who entered into a contract with the board for the 
transportation of pupils at a time when such board member was a member 
of the board, (2) such contract required the contractor to carry the 
insurance, and (3) the insurance premiums were based on the gross in- 
come of the contractor under the contract. Such action on the part of 
the member of the governing board of a district is, under the circum- 
stances, sufficient to support a finding that the member was guilty of 
wilful or corrupt misconduct in office and justifies his removal from 
office under Government Code Section 3072. It is immaterial that the 
board member is a person of unquestioned honesty or integrity or that 
he acted in good faith. “Wilful or corrupt misconduct” in office does 
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not necessarily imply corruption or criminal intention. Nor would the 
matter be determined solely on whether the board member acted under 
advice of counsel or not; such fact, if it be a fact, is to be weighed and 
considered in conjunction with all the evidence in the case. (People v. 
Becker, 112 A.C.A: 358.) 


OPINIONS OF CALIFORNIA ATTORNEY GENERAL 


Effect of Conviction, Final Conviction or Suspension, 
or Imposition of Sentence in Sex Offense Cases Upon 
Certification Documents and School District Employment 


Under Education Code Sections 12011.5 (defining “conviction’), 
12011.7 (defining “sex offense”), 12107, 12756, 12785, 13001.3, and 
14002.3, added by Chapter 25, Statutes 1952 First Extraordinary Session, 
which became effective July 2, 1952: 

1. The State Board of Education is required to deny the application 
of any applicant for a credential or for the renewal of a credential or 
for a life diploma who has been convicted of a sex offense regardless of 
the date of such conviction, when the applicant has not been subsequently 
acquitted or the charges dismissed. 

2. (a) The State Board of Education is required to suspend all life 
diplomas, credentials, or documents issued to a person convicted of a 
sex offense regardless of the date of such conviction. 

(b) The State Board of Education is required to terminate such sus- 
pension if the conviction is reversed and the person acquitted in a new 
trial, or the charges against him are dismissed. 

3. The State Board of Education is required to revoke all credentials, 
life diplomas, and documents issued to a person whose conviction of a 
sex offense has become final or where imposition of sentence has been 
suspended, regardless of the date thereof. 

4. The governing board of a school district is required to refuse to 
employ, or to retain in its employ, in any position whether or not re- 
quiring certification qualifications, any person who has been convicted 
of any sex offense, regardless of the date of such conviction, and such 
conviction is not reversed and the person acquitted or the charges dis- 
missed. 

5. The State Board of Education is required to revoke the credentials, 
life diplomas, or documents issued to a person who has been convicted 
of a sex offense even though in proceedings had under the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act, prior to the effective date of said sections, to revoke 
such credentials, life diplomas, or documents arising out of such convic- 
tion the Board dismissed the accusation filed against such person. The 
doctrine of res judicata is not applicable. (AGO 52-111; 20 Ops. Cal. Atty. 
Gen. 10.) 


NOTES ON DEPARTMENT ACTIVITIES

CONFERENCE ON THE EDUCATION OF MIGRANT CHILDREN 


The State Department of Education served as host to the Conference 
on the Education of Migrant Children of the West Coast Migrant Route 
States which was held in Sacramento, June 9-13, 1952, under the leader- 
ship of the U. S. Office of Education. Don Patterson, Paul Blackwood, 
and Gertrude M. Lewis represented the Office of Education. Howard 
Thomas, Professor of Sociology at Cornell University, served as special 
consultant to the Conference. 

Among other Federal agencies represented were the Bureau of Public 
Assistance; the Bureau of Labor Standards, the Wage and Hour Division, 
and the Public Contracts Division of the U. S. Department of Labor; the 
U.S. Public Health Service; the Housing and Home Finance Agency and 
its constituent, the Public Housing Administration; and the Children’s 
Bureau. 

Several departments of California State government participated in 
the Conference, including the Governor’s Office; the Joint Legislative 
Committee on Agricultural and Livestock Problems; and the state depart- 
ments of Education, Social Welfare, Mental Hygiene, and Public Health. 
Oregon and Washington were officially represented by members of the 
respective state departments of education. 

Eight counties of California were represented by one or more mem- 
bers of the staffs of the county superintendents of schools: Contra Costa, 
Fresno, Merced, Napa, San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, Stanislaus, and 
Tulare counties. 

Extensive use was made throughout the Conference of the Report of 
the President’s Commission on Migratory Labor, Migratory Labor in 
American Agriculture, and the Final Report and Recommendations of 
the Governor’s Committee on Agricultural Labor Resources in the San 
Joaquin Valley, Agricultural Labor in the San Joaquin Valley. 

The major conclusion of the Conference was that migrant seasonal 
labor could never provide a proper basis for wholesome family life. 
Growers and governmental agencies in many areas are working together 
to eliminate the need for migrant seasonal labor. The efforts of Kern 
County to build up year-round employment opportunities to utilize a 
stable labor reservoir of permanent residents were offered as an illustra- 
tion of a way to eliminate the problem. Kern County’s diversified agri- 
cultural products—peas, potatoes, fruit, and cotton—provide a sound basis 
for year-round employment. 
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The conference recognized certain fundamental needs of migrant 
people, the following being probably the major needs: 

1. Opportunity to work for wages which make it possible for workers to main- 
tain a decent American standard of living. 

2. Opportunity for appropriate educational experiences for children, youth, and 
adults. 

3. Opportunity to maintain family life under conditions of safe and sanitary 
housing. 

4. Opportunity to maintain health. 


EDUCATION ON PROBLEMS OF THE AGING 


A report of activities of the Department of Education and local schools 
resulting from the Governor’s Conference on Problems of the Aging lists 
the following: 

1. Programs have been set up in a number of communities to restore deteriorated 

skill and crafts of older workers. 

2. Successful programs have been established in study of the economic, health, 
psychological, and social problems of the agirg. 

3. Studies are being made looking forward to the development of specialized coun- 
seling for older people. 

4. Facilities have been established for the training of older adults, including qualified 
retired persons, as teachers of adults. 

5. A survey is being made of specia’'zed educational curricula, adult education 
methods, and curriculum content iv: bringing about a more adequate prepara- 
tion for the later years. 

6. Leaders in adult education are developing committees in local districts which 
will promote a better understanding of the relationship between the younger and 
older members of family groups. 


Administrators of schools and classes for adults are requested to report 
to the Bureau of Adult Education any educational programs conducted 
particularly to meet the problems of the aging. This information will be 
made available to the State Interdepartmental Co-ordinating Committee 
on the Problems of the Aging and also to interested school districts, public 
and private agencies, and lay groups. 


CONFERENCE OF AGENCIES INTERESTED IN 
ADULT EDUCATION 


A conference of the Adult Education Administrators’ Association has 
been set for Sacramento on November 6 and 7, 1952, in order that it may 
meet simultaneously with representatives of forty-one public and private 
agencies in California which are connected with a project operating under 
the Fund for Adult Education. It is expected that the representatives of 
these forty-one agencies will form an important State Advisory Council 
for the total program of adult education, both public and private. 
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TOUR OF VOCATIONAL EDUCATION PROGRAMS 


During the first week of June the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion accompanied the State Director of Vocational Education on a tour 
of intensive review of operating programs of vocational education in the 
San Joaquin Valley and in Los Angeles. All types of vocational classes 
and facilities were visited, including both day and evening programs. 

The purpose of this visitation was to obtain direct contact with op- 
erating programs, their instructors, and their administrators. Hundreds 
of classes were visited in more than 25 schools. The result was complete 
assurance that the public schools in these areas are devoting adequate 
facilities, personnel, finances, and direction to a complete program of 
occupational training. The extent and character of vocational education 
programs in this state are in step with the specific needs of both youth 
and adults who must prepare to enter skilled occupations and who must 
remain proficient in them. 


WORKSHOP IN PUBLIC RELATIONS 


The Workshop in Public Relations held in Los Angeles under the joint 
sponsorship of the Bureau of Business Education and the Bureau of Trade 
and Industrial Education held its final meeting in June, 1952. The Work- 
shop was organized in January for the personnel of the Bureau and local 
school districts offering programs in the two fields. Its primary purpose 
was the setting up of a practical plan for the development of a systematic 
and continuous program of public relations in the areas of business educa- 
tion and industrial education. In addition to Bureau personnel, the Work- 
shop membership included representatives from the school systems of 
Long Beach, Pasadena, Ontario, Los Angeles, San Bernardino, and Bur- 
bank. A total of twenty-one persons attended. 

During the eight meetings of the Workshop, stress was placed on the 
importance in a sound public relations program of continuous sampling 
of public opinion. When such samplings are obtained, it is possible for 
the schools to build a curriculum geared to community needs and in- 
terests. 

Workshops sessions were arranged to provide presentations of basic 
principles in public relations and of ways in which these principles may 
be applied to real situations. Each member selected a project in public 
relations and developed it through field work under the guidance of 
public relations experts who participated in the Workshop as consultants. 

The success of this initial undertaking is indicated by requests already 
received by the Bureaus for similar workshops for school personnel in 
southern California.

Approval of Instructional Material on Narcotics 


The Board approved for publication as a teacher’s manual the mate- 
rial entitled “Narcotics, The Study of a Current Problem: A Manual of 
Basic Information for Teachers,” prepared by Jesse Feiring Williams, 
M.D., Sc.D., under the direction of the Bureau of Health Education, 
Physical Education, and Recreation and submitted in accordance with 
the Board’s resolution of July 20, 1951, for consideration as material “for 
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distribution and use in the public schools . . . providing information 
for instruction upon the nature of narcotics and their effects upon the 
human system as determined by science . . .” 


College Building Named in Honor of Aubrey A. Douglass 


The Board approved a proposal, presented through the Council of 
State College Presidents, for the naming of a general classroom building 
on the new campus of Sacramento State College in honor of the late 
Dr. Douglass, who served as Associate Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion and Chief of the Division of State Colleges and Teacher Education 
from March, 1947, to May, 1952, and was a member of the committee of 
three for a Survey of the Needs of California in Higher Education in 
1948 which recommended expansion of the state college system. The 
building will be named Aubrey A. Douglass Memorial Hall. 


Approval of Proposals for Reorganization of School Districts 
In accordance with Chapter 16 of Division 2 of the Education Code, 

comprising Sections 4871 to 4991, inclusive, the Board approved seven 
proposals for reorganization of school districts, submitted by the Division 
of Public School Administration in accordance with recommendations 
by county committees on school district reorganization in the seven 
counties concerned. The plans of reorganization as approved are sum- 
marized as follows: 

1. Colusa County—Unification of Williams Union High School District and that 
portion of the Williams Union Elementary School District which is now within 
the Williams Union High School District and also a portion of the same ele- 
mentary school district now included in Pierce Joint Union High School District, 
with the provision that, if this unification takes place, the remaining portion of 
Williams Union Elementary School District will be annexed to Arbuckle Union 
Elementary School District, a component of Pierce Joint Union High School 
District. 

. Del Norte County—Unionization of Pine Grove and Crescent-Elk elementary 
school districts. 

. Mendocino County—Annexation of the Dorrington Elementary School District 
to the Arena Union Elementary School District along with a “shoestring” strip 
to be made available by boundary change so that the districts concerned will be 
contiguous, as required for annexation. 

4. Monterey County—Annexation to Carmel Unified School District of the westerly 

portion of the present Bay Elementary School District which will remain after 
a boundary change is effected to annex the easterly portion to the contiguous 
Carmelo Elementary School District. 

5. Napa County—Annexation of Enterprise Elementary School District to St. Helena 
Unified School District. 

6. Orange County—Unification of Orange Union High School District and five 
elementary school districts (El Modena, Olive, Orange, Silverado, and Villa Park), 
in a unified school district to be governed by a board of seven members each 
representing one of seven trustee areas, the voters to decide whether the unified 
district, if formed, shall assume the outstanding bonded indebtedness of the Orange 
Union High School District.

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7. San Diego County—Formation of a unified school district of the area comprising 
the Mountain Empire Union High School District and its eight component ele- 
mentary school districts (Campo, Clover Flat, Descanso, Mt. Laguna, Hipass, 
Jacumba, Pine Valley, Potrero, and Tecate). 


Changes in Rules and Regulations 


Length of School Day for Physically Handicapped Minors. The 
Board added Sections 4 and 9(g) to Titie 5 of the California Administra- 
tive Code, relating to special day schools and classes for physically handi- 
capped minors, to read as follows (effective September 6, 1952): 

4. Minimum School Day for Physically Handicapped Minors. The minimum 
school day for special day classes and schools for physically handicapped minors 
between the ages of 3 years and 4 years 9 months, is 180 minutes inclusive of re- 
cesses and intermissions. 

9(g) Special Day Classes and Schools for Physically Handicapped Minors. Each 
180 minutes of attendance by a physically handicapped minor between the ages of 
3 years and 4 years 9 months upon a special day class or school shall constitute a day of 
attendance but no such pupil shall be credited with more than one day of attend- 
ance in any calendar day. Deductions for absence shall be at the rate of 5 percent 
for each 9 full minutes of absence. 


Eye Screening Tests for Public School Pupils. Acting under the au- 
thority of Education Code Section 16482, the Board added Article 7.5 
to Subchapter 1 of Chapter 1 of Title 5 (consisting of Sections 66 to 
69.2, inclusive) of the California Administrative Code, relating to eye 
screening tests for public school pupils, to read as follows (effective 
September 6, 1952): 


Article 7.5. Eye Screening Tests for Pupils 


66. Scope. This article implements Education Code Section 16482. 

67. Definition. The term qualified supervisor of health as used herein means a 
physician, optometrist, oculist, or nurse holding a certificate of registration from 
the appropriate board or agency and a health and development credential and em- 
ployed or permitted by a school district or a county superintendent of schools, as 
the case may be, to perform the duties set forth herein. 

68. Qualifications for Personnel Administering Eye Screening Tests. A person 
other than a qualified supervisor of health may be permitted by a school district or 
county superintendent of schools, as the case may be, to administer eye screening 
tests only if he is a certificated employee of the school district or of the county super- 
intendent of schools who has met one of the following minimum requirements: 

(a) Completion of an acceptable course of inservice training of a minimum of 
six clock hours in eye screening tests given by a qualified supervisor of health, with 
such additional practice under such supervisor of health as he deems necessary, or 

(b) Completion of an acceptable course in eye screening tests of at least one 
semester unit offered by an accredited college or university. 

69. Content of Course in Eye Screening Tests. An acceptable course in eye 
screening tests is one which provides the following: 

(a) Basic knowledge of the structure, normal development, and function of the 
eye and common anomalies of vision and factors influencing visual performance. 


(b) Basic knowledge of signs and symptoms suggesting eye difficulty. 
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(c) Techniques and procedures in administering Snellen and Plus Sphere tests. 
Such techniques and procedures shall include training in the following: 

(1) Establishing test rapport with pupils. 

(2) Seating of pupil and placing of equipment. 

(3) Providing adequate lighting conditions for the testing situation. 

(4) Recording test results. 

(5) Referring pupils in need of follow-up. 

(d) Practice in administering Snellen and Plus Sphere tests of visual acuity under 
the supervision of a qualified supervisor of health. 

69.1. Eligibility of Certificated Personnel to Administer Eye Screening Tests. 
Before a person other than a qualified supervisor of health may administer eye 
screening tests to pupils enrolled in the public schools, he must: 

(a) Hold a teaching credential or life diploma issued by the California State De- 
partment of Education; and 

(b) Have filed with the school district or county superintendent of schools, as 
the case may be: 

(1) A statement from a qualified supervisor of health that he has satisfactorily 
completed a course on techniques and procedures in eye screening tests and he is 
qualified to administer such tests, or 

(2) Acceptable evidence that he has completed such satisfactory training given 
by a recognized college or university. 

69.2. Responsibility as to Eligibility. Each school district and county superin- 
tendent of schools shall determine and be responsible for the eligibility of personnel 
employed or permitted by the district or county superintendent of schools to ad- 
minister eye screening tests or to conduct inservice training programs in techniques 
and procedures in administering such tests. 


Emergency Credentials for Elementary School Administration. The 
Board amended Section 630 (p) of Title 5 of the California Administra- 
tive Code, relating to the issuance of the elementary school administra- 
tion credential on an emergency basis, to read as follows (effective Sep- 
tember 6, 1952): 

630(p) Elementary School Administration Credential. The elementary school 
administration credential will be issued on the emergency basis only to applicants 
who have been serving as elementary principals or supervisors and will complete 
the requirements for a regular elementary school administration credential by Sep- 
tember 1, 1953. 

Operation and Construction of School Busses. Under the authority 
of Education Code Section 16272, the Board amended Sections 1067, 
1093, 1096, 1097, 1101, 1102, 1123, 1133(b), 1140, 1145, 1146(a), 1150(a), 
1150(e), 1161, 1165(d), 1167(c), 1173(b), 1173(c), 1182, 1184, 1187; 
repealed Section 1141; and added Sections 1144.1, 1144.2, 1144.3, 1167(e), 
1178.1, and 1185 to Subchapter 5 of Chapter 1 of Title 5, California Ad- 
ministrative Code, all relating to the operation and construction of school 
busses. These changes will be effective September 10, 1952. 

Note: The changes made in Subchapter 5 of Chapter 1 of Title 5 mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph, as well as other changes in regulations made by the Board 
at this meeting, will appear in the Administrative Register 29, No. 4, dated August 
16, 1952, as new pages for Title 5, Education, of the California Administrative Code. 
These pages will be reprinted as usual by the State Department of Education for 
distribution to superintendents of schools and other school officers. 
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CONSTITUTION DAY, SEPTEMBER 17 


September 17, 1952, will mark the one hundred sixty-fifth anniversary 
of the completion and signing of the Constitution of the United States in 
1787. This date has been designated by the Congress of the United States 
for celebration of the adoption of the Constitution, for study of its pro- 
visions, and for reaffirmation by Americans of their appreciation of this 
notable document. 


UNITED NATIONS DAY, OCTOBER 24 


The birthday of the United Nations is observed annually on October 
24, which is the first day to be officially designated for world-wide 
observance. Materials to assist individuals and communities in planning 
meaningful programs in recognition of this occasion are being distributed 
by the National Citizens’ Committee for United Nations Day from its 
headquarters at 816 21st St., N.W., Washington 6, D.C. A publications 
list and order blank from that office gives brief descriptions of more 
than thirty items, most of which are available without charge. Printing 
negatives are available for local printing of some of the publications to 
avoid excess transportation charges on large orders. 

The Leaders Guide for UN Day, 1952 gives 12 pages of suggestions 
for individual and community action. The UN Birthday Party Booklet 
contains educational and program suggestions and details on sending gifts 
and greetings world wide. The UN Cookbook, The World’s Favorite 
Recipes, supplies ideas for UN menus and food fairs. Greeting cards, 
posters, flags, and leaflets are available in variety. A teacher’s guide, Use 
the UN in Your Teaching, will be helpful in building understanding 
and support of the United Nations through classroom activities.
